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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 09/14/05 and 04/19/05 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

(1) regarding arguments filed on 09/14/05: 

Applicant's argument - "Regarding the objection to the drawings (Figures 1-9), 
Applicants respectfully submit that the figures include reference characters in accord 
with the MPEP. The outstanding Office Action suggests that "descriptive labels under 
37 C.F.R. 1 .84(n) and (o)" must be provided. However, those cited sections do not 
require symbols or legends. Rather, those cited sections provide guidelines for the use 
of symbols and legends therefore render symbols or legends unnecessary." 

Examiner's response - Under the Patent rules (§ 1.84), "suitable descriptive 
legends may be used subject to approval by the Office, or may be required by the 
examiner where necessary for understanding of the drawing. They should contain as 
few words as possible." See the "Guide for the Preparation of Patent Drawings" 
available from the USPTO web site at www.uspto.gov . The suitable descriptive legends 
are required two times by examiner because such legends are necessary for 
understanding of the drawing. The examiner is required again for suitable descriptive 
legends (labels) in the drawings. 

(2) regarding arguments filed on 04/19/05: 
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Applicant's argument - " Regarding the rejection of Claims 1-7 under 35 U.S.C. 

112, second paragraph, that the claims should be amended to better conform to 

U.S. practice; but that the recited features are otherwise clear and apparent. 

Examiner's response - As reviewed by the examiner for amended claims, the 
recited features in the amended claims are not clear. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings (figures 1-9) are objected to because there are no labels for each 
of blocks shown in the figures. These blocks need to have descriptive labels under 37 
CFR 1 .84(n) and 1.84(o). For example, "coder" may be used for the label of block 66 in 
figure 6. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 4 and 6 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) 
in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. The subject 

matter of "the symbol clock signal m times less fast than the clock signal " and "the 

symbol synchronization signal locating the start of each symbol" repeats the limitations 
in claim 1.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

6. The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

7. Claim 1 recites the limitations of "the packet" in line 10 and "the symbol 
synchronization symbol" in line 28. There is insufficient antecedent basis for these 
limitations in the claim. It is unclear whether "the signal" in line 23 refers to "symbol 
clock signal", "clock signal" or other signal. Furthermore, it is unclear what meaning is 
for the limitation of "every K symbols" in line 9 of claim 4 and line 13 of claim 6.
